“The beginning of his king- 
dom was Babel.” The margin 
says, Babylon, we also see that 
his kingdom was very exten- 
sive, reaching to HErech, Accad 
and Calneh in the land of 
Shinar. 

While he was doubtless a 
great king in his day, his wife, 
the queen was also a very great 
and shrewd woman, you see her 
name here on the chart con- 
nected with Babel. 

While Cain seemed to say by 
his actions “any thing will do,” 
here comes Semiramis with the 
yet she knows 


religion that 
Abel represented, and later rep- 
resented by Seth and all true 
sanctified people who continues 
to follow the Word of God to- 
day, if she didn’t organize, so 
proceeded to organize 
everything that was in opposi- 
tion to the true blood religion; 
this continues even to this day, 
there are many organizations 
that say by their actions “‘most 
anything will do,” and fail to 
magnify the blood that sancti- 
fies from sin.
